An  interesting  booklet  issued  by  the  De- 
partment of  National  Defence  shows  clearly 
the  great  expansion  made  under  the  pressure 
of  war  by  the  armed  forces  of  the  Dominion. 
From  pitiably  small  totals — at  the  outbreak 
of  war  the  strengths  of  the  navy,  army  and 
air  force  were  1.769,  4,492  and  2.948  re- 
spectively—the  services  mushroomed  to  large 
proportions.  The  response  of  the  young  men 
and  women  of  this  country  was  to  their 
eternal  credit.  | 

At  sea.  thc  mam  ta.ik  was  to  keep  the  ■ 
bridge  of  ships  op<n  to  Great  Britain,  al- 
though a*  the  R.C  N.  grew  in  strength  Ca- 
nadiA  ships  look  an  active  part  in  the  Medi- 
terra^an  campaigns  and  elsewhere.
